KEMMLER'SLASTDAI 


The Bleotrooution Expected to Oc- 


cur Before Thursday. 


THE iRRASGEMEHTS ALL COMPLETE. 


The Old Prison at Auburn Vlaited by 


Newspaper Men and Scientists—Com- 


ments on the Coming Event 


—The Chair of Death. 


AUBURN, N. Y., April 20.—The State 


prison at Auburn, where Kcmmler has 
teen waiting since midnight on Sunday 
/or his death by electricity, was built in 
1816, 
and the town grew up around It 


like the homes of tenantry around a 
great manor house. It looks more like 
a castle tnan a jail, and its top is sur- 
mounted by a trivial copper figure of a 
soldier in continental uniform as Inap- 
propriate and as vain as the painted 
decorations on an iron safe. 


The copper soldier was typical yes- 


terday of the people of Auburn in theii 
apathetic Interest in what might be going 
on inside the stone wall! over which he 
has stood and kept guard for over half a 
century. The big prison has no Inter- 
est to them; they pass it by with the 
contempt of familiarity, and it has Iffsa 
consideration in their eyos than the 
post-office and railroad station which It 
laces. So they went about their busi- 
ness yesterday as unconcernedly as 
though theeyesof the wholecountry and 
of countries across the soa were not 
turned on it with morbld,human or scien- 
tific Interest And while all of these 
people may wond**- at tho delay, very 
few seem to consider the effect it may 
have on It the murderer or to regard him 
in any other light than the subject of an 
experiment of great scientific Interest 
For the execution is but an experi- 
ment, and how successful the execu- 
tion may he, was demonstrated yes terdo y 
•when Warden Durston explained and 
rehearsed tho execution for the benefit 
of a few reporters of the United Press. 
Among them was Dr. A. P. Southwick, 
one of the State commissioners, who 
accompanied them, and who has experi- 
mented on over one hundred animals 
and has modeled over half a do*en 
chairs for use in execution by elec- 
tricity. Ho was shown the chair which 
has finally bsen decided upon, tho one 
constructed by Warden Durston him- 
self, and of which he Is very justly 
ptoud. He thought there was, perhaps, 
a superabundance of straps and fasten- 
ings, but this is a matter of opinion. 


"I have killed in my experiments 


over a hundred dogs by electricity," 
said Dr. Southwiok, "and I have never 
found it necessary to bind them. 
The 


only paraphernalia necessary being a 
bit between their teeth which was fast- 
ened to the muzzle and which, with 
the saliva and muoroid secretions in 
the mouth, formed a complete circuit 
when tho necessary wires were at- 
tached. All I found needful to do was 
to attract the dog's attention by a word 
and thon to turn on the current As 
long as the current was prolonged tho 
dog stood rigid as if ho were frozen. 
The moment it was turned off he fell 
limp and unstrung. 
1 believe that 


wheu this method of execution roaches 
Its perfection othere will bo as little 
paraphernalia as I used then; and that 
all these straps and bands will bo done 
away with." 


To show how quickly the victim of 


the experiment should be arranged in 
place for his taking off, one of the visi- 
tors was placed in the chair and the 
straps and hoad piece were placed over 
him. 
The time was very brief. 
The 


chair itself is a straight-backed, large 
arm-chair with a moveable head rest, 
fashioned somewhat on tho principle of 
the hoad-rost on a barber or dentist 
chair. Over the top of tho chair-back 
is a wooden figure-four through which 
passes tho wiro attached to the cap, and 
waich rests on the victim's head. 


There are in all eight broad leather 


straps attached to the chair, all of which 
have to bo fastened. Two of them fasten 
the body; one holds the electroid; two 
fasten the arma; one passes over each 
wriat and the seventh fastens the 
leathermaskot that fits tinder the chin 
and across the eyos, leaving the mouth 
and nostrils open to permit the con- 
demned man to breathe for a minute or 
so at least before it is over. 


Kemmler's most important recent act 


has boon the making of his will. He 
loft the pitifully few things ho owns to 
those whom he has been thrown with 
in prison. His Bible wont to Daniel 
M'Naughton, his pious keeper, and the 
Testament to Bill Wimple, the other 
watchman. 
lie gave tho "Pigs in 


Clover," with which he amuses himself, 
to Rev. Dr. Hougnton, and his slate to 
Mr. Yates, tho prison chaplain. To 
Mrs. Durston ho gave the primer, from 
which he learned to read under her 
teaching, and his little book of Bible 
etorios. 


There is absolutely nothing known as 


to when tho electrocution will take 
place, but it is popularly supposed that 
it will occur some time before Thursday 
morning.

Wendel.of the boodle board of 1884. In his 
recommendation the District Attorney 
says that Wendel was not a member of 
the combine, and that the people hav» 
no evidence on which ta go to trial. 


FROM WASHTNQTON.

tee appointed by the Eepnblican Senate 
caucus to frame » compromise silver 
measure was in session for several 
hours yesterday afternoon, hut came to 
no conclusion. 
Senator Teller, who has 


Introduced in the Senate a bill provid- 
ing for free coinage, urged very ttrongly 
his objection! to the features of the 
House Silver bill which makes it possi- 
ble lor the Secretary of the Treasury on 
demand to give silver bullion in ex- 
change for certificates issued on bullion. 


Mr. Sherman, who is the leader of 


the conservative element, urged as 
strongly the necessity of preserving thia 
feature, while Mr. Aldrich, who pro- 
posed the disputed clause originally, 
maintained silence on the question at 
issue. 


Several compromises were proposed 


by other members of the committee. 
One of those took the form of a proposi- 
tion that the amount of bullion to be 
issued by the Secretary of the Treasury 
on demand be limited to so much per 
month; another that the Secretary be 
required, whenever any bullion should 
be withdrawn in exchange for certifi- 
cates, to replace it at the end of the 
month by increasing his monthly pur- 
chase of bullion in that emount. 


None of the propositions submitted 


Beemed to meet with general approval, 
and the committee adjourned without 
coming to any conclusion. 
Another 


meeting will he held to-day. The com- 
mittee will probably accept some such 
compromise as these suggested yester- 
day, and report the bill back to the Re- 
publican caucus in that form. As the 
House caucus has agreed to the measure 
recently passed upon in joint caucus, 
that measure will pass the House. The 
Senate will likely pass a measure dif- 
fering from it in slight degree and tho 
fnatter will then go to the caucus again, 
when it has been referred to the con- 
ference committee of the two houses. 


The BUI Providing ior the Inspection 


of Heats lor Export, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—Mr. Funston, 


from the House committee on agricult- 
ure, yesterday reported to the Ilous* 


favorably the Senate bill providing for 
the inspection of meats for exfort, and 
prohibiting the importation of adultor. 
ated articles of food and drink, with an 
amendment including drugs, and au- 
thorizing the President to make pro- 
clamation in certain cases. 


Accompanying the bill is a report set 


ting forth the views of the committoi 
on the subject The report says that a 
dumber of foreign governments have

WAJHINUTOS, April 25.— Mr. Hoai 


from th* Senate committee or, prlri 
legts and election*, reported to the 
Senate yatterday an original bill "to 
amend and supplement the Election 
lawi of the United States, and to pro- 
Tide for the more efficient enforcement 
of lUoh lawa, and for other purpoaes." 


The iffll charges chief supervisors ol 


elections, at elections for Representa- 
tives or delegates in Congress with th< 
enforcement of the National Election 
lawd and with the priventlon of frauds 
and irregularities in naturalization. 
Whenever 100 or more citizens, qualified 
voters, in any city or town of 30,000 in- 
habitants or upwards, or any Congres- 
sional district, no part of which is In 
such city or town shall petition the 
chief surveyor alleging danger that the 
election will not b» fair and free, super- 
vision is to be provided for. The chief 
supervisor U to inform the judge of the 
Circuit Court, who within ten days, la to 
open court and keep it open until the 
second day succeeding the election for 
the discharge of all duties devolving 
upon him by the Federal Election law. 
Any resident qualified voter of good 
character who can read and write En- 
glish, may make application to be ap- 
pointed a supervisor, but in preparing 
lists of persons elegible as supervisors 
the chief supervisor Is not to be con- 
fined to the applications received. Any 
person signing an application falsely or 
forging a name to a petition for super- 
vising is to be punished by fine not ex- 
ceeding £300 or imprisonment not more 
than six months, or both. 


From the llsta furnished the Circuit 


Judge is to appoint double the number 
of supervisors to which the place is en- 
titled, and from these appointments the 
chief supervisor is to appoint In each 
district two persons of different political 
parties, and one additional person who 
ihall serve on election day, and until 
tbe completion of the canvass. The 
chief supervisor may transfer super* 
visors between districts in the same 
place, and may suspend any supervise] 
[or causes named. 


The supervisors are declared election 


officers and it is made their duty in ad- 
dition to duties now authorized or re 
quired, to attend where they may be as 
signed to examine the ballot-box be 
fore balloting begins to see that it is 
empty; to make, when required, the 
same return of registration required ol 
State, Territorial or local election offi- 
cers in the same districts; to verify any 
names required by the chief supervise* 
x> be verified; to make in any town o] 
fifty thousand inhabitants or upwards, 


house-to-house canvass, if directed, 


and to report tn writing, and to make ir 
any such town, when required, a list ol 
>ersons naturalized therein. 


Supervisors, while canvassing, ard 


'orbidden to inquire the political views 
>f persons canvassed, and any violation 
if this provision Is to result In tbe for. 
elt ol compensation and a fine of 835 to 
100, or imprisonment from ten to thirty 
lays, or both fine and Imprisonment. 
The State, Territorial or local in* 


ipector is to canvass tbe ballots and to 
lertify a return In duplicate. Attached. 
o each return 1s to be one ballott oi 
aoh kind found to have been cast, and 
bo the first statement is to be attached 
all ballotta rejected. The statements 
irepared bj th«*e local officers are to 
be submitted to the supervisor*, who 
are to compare them with their tally 
1st and canvass of tbe ballots, and to 
ertify as to their oorreotaess or inoor« 
reotness. Of these returns so certified, 
>ne is to be sent to the chief supervisor, 
me to the clerk of tbe Circuit Court, 
,nd these properly indorsed are to be 
ilaced in the mall by one of the 
upervisors. If the local officers refustf 
to make a cetiflcate, tho supervisors ara 
M make one which is to be certified in 
uplioate. aud which is to be treated as 
a return of the eleo tlon. 


The bill provides for the appointment 


>f a Federal Board of Canvassers of 
hreo persons in a Congressional district 
vhere Federal supervision has been 
sked, not more than two to belong to 
he same political party, and each to re- 
vive a salary of fifteen dollars ». day 
hlle employed. They may appoint a 
lerk at ten dollars a day. They are to 
onveno on the Monday following eleo- 
lon day and to canvass tbe votes as re- 
orded in the statement forwarded to 
hem by the clerks of the courts. The 
oard li to have the power to require 
ha production ot th« statements in the 
anda of chief supervisors, and to re- 
ulre the attendance of supervisors; 
nd any supervisor not obeying the 
ummons of the board is to be subject 
to a fine not exceeding 9500, or imprU- 
nment not eioeedlng onp year, or both.

erson holding tbe position of clerk of 
Federal court shall, after the passage 


of this act, hold the petition ot chief 
supervisor. 


In any judicial district in which there 


Is a city of 000,000 Inhabitant*, the 
Circuit Court, at the request of the 
chief supervisor, may appoint any Cir- 
cuit Court commissioner designated by 
the chief supervisor to be deputy chief 
supervisor. 


The bill provides that whenever it 


appears by affidavit that errors have oc- 
curred in the determinatlan of any 
Board of Canvassers—State. Territorial, 
local or county—In th* matter of votes 
cast for a Representative or Delegate in 
Congress, the Circuit Court may require 
the board to correct the error or show 
cause why such correction should not 
be made, and if the board falls no com- 
ply with the order it may be compeltd, 
by writ of mandamus, or if It has dis- 
solved, it may be reconvened by order 
of tbe court 


Every person charged with any duty 


in regard to the election of a Member ol 
Congress, who practices wilful fraud, 1* 
to be subjected to a fine not exceeding 
83,00(1 or imprisonment not exceeding 
five years, or both. The same punish 
ment is to be meted out to any persor 
attempting to bribe or bribing a votei 
or officer, or any voter or officer accept- 
ing a bribe. The last section of the bill 
provides that It shall not operate to pre- 
vent any State providing ballots at pub- 
lic expanse, or from providing regula- 
tions to screen each voter from observa- 
tion and to keep his vote secret. 
The Wool-Orowers and the McKlnlsy 


Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April Z5.—The National 


Association of Wool-growers last night 
issued the following statement to the 
wool-growers of the United States; 


After consultation and oareiul study ot 


the proposed Tariff bill—known as the Mc- 
Eloley bill—and with the approbation ol 
the wool-growers present, we have Joined 
In reoommendlng to the committee on ways 
and means the following ratea of duty for 
third-class wool: On such wool tbe valui 
wnereof. shall be thirteen cents, Including 
charges, the duty shall be thirty-two pet 
centum ad valorum, and on suoh wool the 
value whereof shall be over thirteen cents, 
Including charges, the duty shall be fifty 
percent, ad valorem. 


These rates are slightly lower than those 


In the proposed bill upon the very Inferior 
grade, but are hlgherupon the butter grades 


hlch come directly in competition with 


our quarter-blood and common wool, and 
we therefore request your earnest efforts to 
leeure the enactment of the bill Into law 
with confidence and faith that its effect will 
be to place wool-growing again among the 
prosperous Industries of the country.

rather than by Its professions of Civil-serv- 
ice reform. The amendment was ruled out. 


MT. Houk (Tenn.) moved to strike out the 


entire Clvll-servioe clause. 


Mr. Biggs (Oal.) denounced the Civil-serv- 


ice law, contending that an Administration 
should have Its friends tn office. 


Mr. McOomaa (Md.) 
said that this was, If 


not a humiliation, a pretty serious business 
and especially for the Republican party, 
which elected a Republican President on a 
Republican platform. Democrats belonged 
to a party that could take both sides ot a 
question, and give a pledge and absolutely 
break it. The Republican party had never 
been able to break Its pledges without pay- 
Ing the penalty. This was a oowardly at- 
tempt to nullify existing law, and tbe De- 
publican party bad never been a party of 
nullification. This back-door way of at- 
tacking the Civil-service Commission by 
attempting to starve It out was mean and 
cowardly, dishonorable and unworthy a 
great party which bad won a victory on the 
promise to fulfill Its pledges, after Ihe Dem- 
ocratic party had failed to keep theirs. 


Mr. Houk (Tenn.), In reply to Mr. Mo-

stood under indictment. If a man was go-

IIL, as the j had been reported 
to us as being without proper homes or care and 
«s half-orpbans of a veteran they were entitled 
to admittance. 


About the time all the details had been attend- 


ed to It was learned that the relatives ot the 
chiWren would not consent to the plan. Pro- 
ceedings were stopped for a time, bat later, an 
attempt being mads to place the three girls In 
the Macon County Industrial School, convinced 
the relatives that something must be done with 
these children, they therefore gave consent to 
our committee to complete arrangements tor 
their admittance to the Home. 


Sisters Anna E. Hopping and K. J. Cummings 


were untiring In their efforts In this case sister 
Cummings appeared in court, secured the guar- 
dianship of the children and left for Normal the 
next morning with the four In charge. She was 
kindly received by Superintendent DeMott and 
the children sent to separate wards, from which 
they soon emerged nicely clad in the uniform of 
the Institution. 


They are entitled to remain In this home until 


they are fourteen years of age, and win be In- 
structed In common Bnglish branches and do- 
mestic arts and duties, An effort Is being made 
by Influential citizens to have a bill pained ex- 
tending the time for girls to remain until they 
are sixteen years of age, the Idea being that 
fourteen years of age Is too young to turn an or- 
phan girl out Into the world to nght the battles 
of life. 


We are often asked as to the alms and objects 


of the Woman's Belief Corps. This is one of 
them-to find homes for the homeless. We also 
endeavor to nnd employment for those In need 
ot it, and to secure admission to hospitals or 
other places ot refuge tor the tick and friendless 
Could there be worthier objects for any society 
to strive for? Many other alms we have also 
all of which are loyal and elevating, n Is true 
our worl; now Is mainly for veterans and fami- 
lies of deceased soldiers of the war of '61 to '«. 
But we have now abont 75,000 members in the 
United States, about 6,000 of which are In the 
state of Illinois, and the time may soon come 
when we shall be strong enough to broaden our 
mission and labor for "all humanity." 


It has been said, and truly, that the woman 


who remains outside the Woman's Belief Corps 
misses the grandest opportunities for doing 
good that have ever been granted to the women 
of any nation of any time or clime. Our' local 
branch Is rapidly Increasing in numbers and we 
expect to have one of the largest corps m the 
state by the time of the celebration ofthe"Sil 
ver Anniversary" of the 0. A. K., which will be 
held In Decatur in 1891.

Postmaster General Wannamaker is 


something of a relic hunter in his way. 
In bis last report to the President he 
suggested that a Postoffioe Museum be 
established in Washington, where the 
collection of postal curiosities may be 
properly classified for display for the in- 
formation of postoffloe people and to in- 
terest visitors. Efforts are now being 
made to gather curiosities. Postmaster 
Jack has received official notice to send 
in anything old or curious he may ran 
across in the Deoatnr office, and he is 
also requested to give publicity to the 
movement in progress so that outside 
people who may have anything worthy 
of a plane in the Museum may send it in. 
Mr. Jack has not found anything to send 
in eicept a quaint old circular cancel 
stamp that must have been in use before 
the war. He may forward bis photograph. 
The list of relics desired is outlined as 
follows: Old stamping and post-marking 
instruments, no longer nsed; old mail 
bags of abandoned patterns; copies of 
old editions of the postal laws and regn- 
lations, or other postal document*, books 
or essays on the postal nervine; old ac- 
counts in book form or sheets; old letters, 
circulars, blank*, n>aps, commissions, old 
newspapers and advertisements relating 
to postal business; illustrations of old 
poetoffice buildings, postal carriages or 
wagons; portraits of postal officers, either 
of present or former limes; specimens of 
local postage stamps, or of postmaster 
thereon, used to prepay postage before 
the national issue of stamps began in 
1817; oldpostoffioeand registered pack- 
age envelope* of abandoned pattern and 
styles; old implements, relics and curi- 
osities of a miscellaneous character per- 
taining to the postal service.

Contrary to the popular impression, we 


did not reoeiTe-Ottr flrtt enpCHaa of what 
•was then known ai "chaw, and drunk 
out of "direr porringers," from China, 
but from Java, which, until the Dutch 
obtained possession-of the island, was an 
English settlement. Tlie commerce in the 
herb could not, however, have been great, 
for at first tbe price ranged from £9 to 
£10 per pound. Evan during the relfjn of 
Charles II and his brother it was disposed 
of at frotn flftetn shilUdgs to fifty shill- 
ings, according to quality, the duty pay- 
able on every gallon of the beverage sold 
in tha coffee houses being eightpence. 


The tea trade waa, however, in that era 


a comparatively small branch of com- 
merce, being mainly n monopoly in the 
hands of the East India company. It was 
when the consumption increased enor- 
mously, while the'bnainess of supplying 
the demand was not too much subdivided, 
that it became and continued BO remark- 
ably lucrative The prices were not high 
enough to be prohibitory, and yet were 
sufficiently good to permit oC a handsome 
profit to growers, buyers, brokers and 
sellers. This is no longer the «ase. The 
people who eipeot to live by the traffic 
have multiplied out of all proportions to 
their customers, with the inevitable re- 
lult that prices have been whittled down 
to a figure which admits of little margin. 
In China—so it is affirmed by those in a 
position to know—a suicidal attempt has 
been made by the native growers to re- 
coup themselves for falling prices by 
more slovenly manufacture and even by 
flagrant adulteration. This, at least, is 
the verdict of a body so well qualified to 
pronounce on the evidence before them 
as the Shanghai chamber of commerce. 


DECREASE IN CHISA'S EXPORT. 


A fact even more conclusive is that 


while tbs exports of China tea have 
fallen off enormously, those of the newer 
tea producing districts have increased in 
an inverse ratio. It Is known that be- 
tween 1861 and 1886 the expert decreased 
by 34,000,000 pounds, while that of In- 
dian and Ceylon teas increased by nearly 
85,000,000, and since then the disparity 
has been even greater. Thus it ia ob- 
viously useless for China any longer to 
regard herself aa able to control the tea 
trade of the world, or to conduct herself 
as if she were the prime producer. She 
may be fortunate, inrl«ed, if India, Cey- 
lon and Java leave her the second place 
in the struggle for supremacy. 


Trie planters of Assam were the first to 


work tlieir gardens on the principles of 
scientific high farming, and now they 
are reaping their reward. But of all the 
competitors who have disputed the China 
monopoly Ceylon is likely to prove the 
most formidable, though she entered the 
field so recently that tea was only regard- 
ed as a likely crop wh»m the destruction 
of their coffee plantations compelled the 
owners ol estates to try other products. 
Now, 
thanks to the experience of India 


with which the planters began, and to 
the advantages of climate and soil, t!»e 
export of Ceylon tea Is increasing year 
by year, while the quality, taking one 
Mason with another, is of a decidedly 
high standard. 


These countries are. however, only two, 


if the two most vigorous, of China's 
rivals. Japan has long dealt largely in 
green tea, and seems determined to grow 
a great deal more, now that tbe western 
market* are open to her traders. 


CHEAP LABOR AND CHEAP TEA. 


Tonquln and Cochin-China are never 


likely to prove serious competitors for 
onr custom, their tea being of an inferior 
brand. But Java is not falling behind 
in the race, and all the hill countries of 
India — Assam, Duhra-Dun, Kumaun, 
Darjiling, Cachar, Eangra, Eazarlbagh, 
Cliittagong, the Tarai and the Nilghiris 
—are extending their operations in blaok 
tea. Natal has been demonstrated to be 


tea growing region, and there are 


grounds for believing..that the West In- 
dies, the southern United States, Brazil, 
Fiji, Australia, and even the south of 
Europe can produce fair marketable leaf. 
But there are other elements besides 
quality whioh enter into the tea gro« ing 
industry, and the first of them is cheap 
labor. We must remember that in India 
and Chira a laborer capable of picking 
and firing leaf may be 'iad for from two- 
pence to sixpence per day, and that it is 
difficult for any other countries to enter 
into competition with regions where a 
primary margin of profit ia so fully in 
sured as in those portions of the east. It 
would be idle to attempt the appraise- 
ment of the different qualities of these 
teas. Apart from the fact that these 
beet qualified to form an opinion rarely 
come to the task-with n judicial mind, a 
great deal must be allowed for individual 
tastes. But most tea drinkere prefer the 
cheaper Indian and Cingalese teas to the 
ordinary "chops" from China, while il 
cannot be honestly contended that in 
nicety of preparation the latter are com 
parable with the former. 


It is equally undeniable that the finer 


kinds of China tea possess distinctiv< 
qualities which nave not ret been imi 
tated by any other growths, and so lonj 
aa Russia keeps her taste for the deares 
"chops" of Congou »o long will thi 
Flower Land find.a good market for he: 
produce.—London Standard.
